avoid them with hi^ machinery. 


•Kxploslvcs have been found essen- 


tial in clearing- the land of stumps, 
Low grade dynamites are found better 
and cheaper than the high 
grades.

tamping the charges, explosives have j 
been declared sat'o for 
Jand Clearing 


work. 


Improved machinery and methods 


for clearing land have made it easier 
and more protitable to use all avail- 
able land on farms in northern Wis- 
consin having large portions burden- 
ed with stamps and brush. 


The cost of stamping farm land de- 


pends upon the number of'years .since 
tho trees were cut. tho kind, condi- 
tion, and siac of tho stump, the na- 
ture and wetness of the soil, and the 
number of stumps to the acre. 


The use of a. power piici-'to pile 
large stumps is urged in order that 
all root fragments may be heaped in 
great upright piles, as they arc found 


iPO bum best in this arrangement. It 


ia pointed out that proper burning of 
stumps is .as important as removing 
them from the ground. 


Before stumps can be properly re- 
moved from tho Jand, all brush and 
fraarments'of old logs must be picked 
up. It has been found that It requires 
from ono to ten days to brush and 
log an aero of lano, depending entire- 
ly upon the skill of tho men doing 
the work.

The streets arc filled with almost as many 
unemployed as there were then: the park-benches, 
which enjoyed such n. quiet, indolent existence 
during: the 'war, are once n:ore doing duty as 
beds; the hospital wards arc again treating- star- 
vation cases, and the bread line—a long, hungry 
bread line—has returned on the Bowery. 


In 1915, before the United States entered the 


war, according to Anson C. Baker. Secretary ot 
the Bowery Mission. 1,000 men stood in the broad 
line every nig-ht. 
During the war, il-.e number 


dropped to about S5. all of whom couid be ac- 
commodated inside tlie mission, so that there was 
no longer any necessity for a bread line. 
Mcan.- 


lime. the mission's facilities for feeding large 
numbers 
dwindled. 
Hence, when just 
before 


Christmas 
hundreds 
of hungry 
men 
started 


crowding its doors every night, it was. absolutely 
unprepared to take care of them. Rolls and coffee 
wore gradually served' to 
every one, but so 


gradually that it was usually midnight before the 
last man received his portion. 


Since Christmas, many more hundreds of em- 


ployees have been released through the city, and 
the situation has become much worse. St. JTarks- 
in-thc-Boweric, at. Second avenue and Tenth 
street, has come nobly to the rescue, however, 
opening its chapol as a public lodging house and 
turning the church kitchen into a soup station'for 
tho unemployed. In addition, a substantial dinner 
is served by the church every r.i'ght at S o'clock. 
Between them, the Bowery Mission and. St. Mark's 
Chapel are feeding approximately 1300 men dally. 


"We used to be criticised severely for ^helping 


to pauperize the men." said Mr. Baker of the 
mission, in discussing its activities. "I: was said 
that they would not work if they could get free' 
meals. 
This' was disproved during the 
ivnr, 


when the attendance at our evening lunches fell 
off. 
Those who remained to take advantage of 


ihe free food were aged, decrepit, or acutely un- 
fortunate in some respect. AVe do not offer char- 
ity, but hospitality, 
Ment do not stand in the 


bread line except as a last resource." 


The truth of this statement is also proved by 


the fact that, while only'1,500 men are applying 
for free food daily, there arc, according to recent 
estimates, 150,000 unemployed in New York. 


The majority ot these arc not yet In noc-d of j 


charity, or hospltalitN^ as the mission prefers to 
call It. There are still the family savings to fall 
back upon, and the children's earnings. 
Children 


can oflcn get jobs today when their fathers and 
mothers can't—especially among the foreign-born 
population, where only the children have received 
an American common school training. 
Thus, 


school authorities report that thousands of chil- 
dren are now abruptly leaving school to seek 
work until their fathers are once more employed 
at steady jobs.
